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Town council shake up 


TWO former town coun¬ 
cillors missed out on re¬ 
taining their seats by just 
SIX votes as strong com¬ 
petition forced a major 
shake up at the local elec¬ 
tions. 

Despite both being 
elected as West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Councillors for the 
first time, Conservative 
Councillors Keith Day and 
Frances McKenzie both 
missed out on retaining 
their town council seats by 
the narrowest of margins. 

Liberal Democrat Coun¬ 
cillor John Hunt also fell 
short of being re-elected 
and, with four previous 
town councillors choosing 
not to stand for re-election, 
this left room for seven 
new councillors, who were 
sworn in on Monday night. 

Polling the highest num¬ 
ber of votes of all the 
newly elected town coun¬ 
cillors was Liberal Democ¬ 
rat Lauren Glover. 

At 22-years-old Council¬ 
lor Glover is the town’s 
youngest ever councillor 
and hopes to represent the 
youth of the town.

“There wasn’t anyone on 
the council of my age 
group and I know a lot of 
younger children because I 
work with them through 
theatre companies and at 
Colfox school, so I thought 
I would be a good person 
to be on the council to 
share their views,” she 
said. 

“I was surprised to get so 
many votes, I thought 
being younger could go 
against me because I don’t 
have the experience but I 
just wanted people to give 
me the chance. 

“I’d like to thank every¬ 
one who voted for me, I’m 
really pleased that I’m on 
the council and I’m now 
going to prove to you that 
it was worth your vote.” 

The other newly elected 
councillors are Gillian 
Summers, Edward Colfox 
and Anne-Marie Vincent in 
the South Ward. 

In the North Ward, Coun¬ 
cillor Glover is joined by 
Councillors Charles 
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Michell, Julian May and 
Gillian Massey. 

Polling the highest num¬ 
ber of votes overall, 751, 
was Liberal Democrat 
Councillor Ros Kayes. 
Councillor Kayes was also 
re-elected as a district 
councillor. 

“I was completely sur¬ 
prised to top the poll - 
given that south ward is a 
third bigger again than the 
north it means the council¬ 
lors there usually get a 
much bigger vote - so I feel 
very proud,” she said. 

“When you get a vote 
like that it’s in fact scary 
because you know you 
mustn’t let people down. 

“Regardless of what’s 
going on nationally, people 
have said a big ‘yes’ to our 
town council and how it is 
being run. 

“We have new ideas and 
projects - but we also have 
to finish delivering on the 
old ones. For me, it’s im¬ 
perative that the promise of 
Spirit of Bridport must be 
fulfilled - and that will be a 
lot of hard work. 

“We also have a lot of re¬ 


ally positive new blood - 
councillors who will really 
pull their weight - and 
people like Lauren Glover, 
Anne-Marie Vincent and 
Eddie Colfox have inspir¬ 
ing new ideas. I know this 
will make a big impact - 
watch this space.” 

Chairman of Bridport 
Conservatives, Keith Day, 
was up beat about the re¬ 
sults despite narrowly 
missing out on re-election 
to the town council. 

He said: “The results for 
the town council were a lit¬ 
tle disappointing, with 
Conservatives managing to 
retain the four seats they 
had, but failing to add 
more as they had hoped. 

“At the district council 
level it was a much better 
result. It is quite clear that 
when it comes to decision¬ 
making bodies, Conserva¬ 
tives are the most trusted. 

“The Conservative ma¬ 
jority at the district council 
has grown and nationally 
Conservatives consoli¬ 
dated previous local gov¬ 
ernment gains and 
increased the number of 
councillors returned over¬ 
all. 

“This is unusual in a 
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‘mid-term’ election when 
the government is having 
to push through some nec¬ 
essary, but unpopular poli¬ 
cies.” 

Councillor Day will rep¬ 
resent the North Ward on 
the district council with 
Councillor Ros Kayes. 

Conservative Council¬ 
lor’s Sandra Brown and 
Frances McKenzie will 
represent the South Ward 
alongside independent 
Councillor David Tett, 
who said: “The result is 
much to be expected with 
the Lib Dems holding the 


upper hand. 

“A change in personnel 
is not a bad thing with 
fresh faces bringing fresh 
ideas. However, I would 
hope to see from the new 
council a look back to the 
past where members of 
minor parties and others 
are given a fair share of the 
spoils, because I believe 
the general public is look¬ 
ing for this! 

“As for myself and 
plans, I intend to continue 
from when I was first 
elected putting the people 
and their concerns and 


problems before politics.” 

The only casualty in the 
town at district level was 
Councillor Karl Wallace 
who vowed to come back 
fighting after losing his 
seat. 

“I may have missed out 
on the district council but 
I’m still on the county 
council, town council and 
the parish council so I will 
be very busy,” he said. 

“The town council will 
continue to work for what¬ 
ever the people want us to 
do. There are a lot of new 
faces and five new Lib 


Dem councillors who I’m 
sure will all do very well. 

“More ideas are going to 
come forward, old prob¬ 
lems will come back and 
there will be other prob¬ 
lems which we may not be 
aware of yet. We are going 
to continue to work hard 
and we’re going to tighten 
up our tempo a notch. 

“I’d like to say congratu¬ 
lations to Frances McKen¬ 
zie for being elected as a 
district councillor. Of 
course I’m disappointed 
but you haven’t seen the 
last of me yet.”

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Bridport radio station to hit airwaves next year 


BRIDPORT FM, a new radio station aiming to cele¬ 
brate local talent and bridge the generational gap, will 
have its launch event in Bridport next week. 

The project will run throughout 2011 and early 2012 
before culminating in a weeklong temporary radio sta¬ 
tion in February of next year. Volunteers will be given 
free training and be allowed to get involved in all as¬ 
pects of programme making.

Local people will be encouraged to create pro¬ 
grammes about their own interests and older (over 
60s) and younger (15 to 25s) people will be encour¬ 
aged to work together creatively. 

Programme makers will also be able to explore the 
idea of ‘The Good Citizen’ and 
Bridport’s Rights Respecting 
Town aspirations through a 
multigenerational project. 

Next year, during the week- 
long run of the radio station, the 
radio programmes made 
throughout the project will be 
broadcast and local bands, mu¬ 
sicians, writers, poets, artists, 
groups and societies will be 
able to showcase their work on 
the station. 

Bridport FM will be launched 
next Tuesday (May 17th) with a 
free event called ‘I didn’t know 
you did that’. 

Bridport Arts Centre Learning 
Co-ordinator, Kate Wilson, 
said: “We want people to come 
along to the launch to find out 
how they can be involved. We 
will offer training through our 
partners, Windrose Rural Media 
Trust, in all aspects of pro¬ 
gramme making from people 
who are interested in learning 
how to conduct interviews or 
how to write pieces to those 
who actually want to go out and 
physically make the pro¬ 
grammes and get their hands on 
the equipment. 

“It really is a big learning op¬ 
portunity and I’m very excited 
about learning how to put radio 
programmes together. Lots of 
us listen to radio all the time so 
it would be nice to think we 
could generate something of 
and about Bridport.”

Bridport FM is the first year project of a three-year 
programme run by Bridport Arts Centre in partnership 
with Windrose Rural Media Trust and funded by a 
grant from the Esmee Fairbaim Foundation. Inspired 
by UNICEF’s Rights Respecting principles, the proj¬ 
ect aims to encourage greater intergenerational un¬ 
derstanding, tolerance and respect. 

The launch 

The project will be launched next Tuesday at 7pm at 
Bridport Arts Centre with a free event called ‘I didn’t 
know you did that’. Run like a speed-dating event, the 
launch will bring people together to learn more about 
the project, find out how they can be involved and to 
exchange brief stories about themselves. 

Sitting across a table from someone you don’t know 
and with just three minutes to speak, the idea is to sur¬ 
prise and challenge your listener by telling them some¬ 
thing about yourself that they would not necessarily 
expect to hear. 

Everyone is welcome and we hope some of the sto¬ 
ries that come out will generate ideas for the first se¬ 
ries of programmes. Windrose Media will be on hand 
to answer questions and make recordings as necessary. 

Bridport Arts Centre and Windrose are already work¬ 
ing with Bridport Youth Centre and the Spirit of Brid¬ 
port Steering Group but they are actively seeking the 
involvement of other groups, organisations and edu¬ 
cational establishments. 

Kate added: “The idea of the launch is to get people 
from different generations sitting opposite and blow¬ 
ing those preconceptions out of the water.” 


The song-writing project 

BRIDPORT Arts Centre is currently in the early stages 
of planning a series of song-writing sessions which 
will run during the autumn with the aim of producing 
new songs which will later be aired on Bridport FM. 

Kate said: “There are lots of really good musicians 
around here and we want to be able to offer them a 
platform through the radio station. 

“I have been chatting to people about this for the past 
few weeks and I went to the youth centre a couple of 
weeks ago and they are very keen because they have 
lots of young musicians who go there and use their 
recording studio. 

“We want to put the message out to local bands that 
they will be able to have a platform on the radio and 
maybe they will be able to come along to the song¬ 
writing workshops or maybe they would just like to 
send in audio files of things they’ve done for people to 
listen to.” 

There are also plans to approach local schools see if 
they might be interested in a song-writing project, 
again to create songs that can be sung or played on the 
radio. 

This may take the form of a competition and explore 
the ideas of ‘My Community’ as its theme. A possible 
concert featuring all the songs created during the proj¬ 
ect is also being discussed. 

Other ideas around music and song-writing are 
warmly welcomed.

Fire crew issue warning after massive chimney blaze 


FIRE crews have sent out a warn¬ 
ing to the public after tackling a 
chimney fire at a thatched house 
in East Bexington last week. 

Ten engines and approximately 
50 firefighters attended the scene 
on Thursday evening and spent 
more than two hours extinguish¬ 
ing the fire. 

A Red Cross Fire and Emergency 
Support Vehicle (FESS) was also 
mobilised to the incident along 
with a water carrier. 

Incident Commander, Group 
Manager Craig Baker said: "Crews 
worked extremely hard to extin¬ 
guish this fire which affected the 
entire roof. 

"Water supply in this location 
was difficult and crews have im¬ 
plemented a water shuttle system 
alongside using our water carrier. 


"We have had three large inci¬ 
dents in the last 24 hours and 
crews are working extremely effi¬ 
ciently and effectively to deal with 
these fires." 

Fire Investigation Officer, Station 
Manager Dave Myers, sent out a 
warning to homeowners, he said: 
"Chimney fires can be prevented if 
all the right precautions are taken. 

|Having your chimney swept is 
vital. The function of sweeping the 
flue/chimney is to remove the de¬ 
posits that build up. 

"By sweeping the flue/chimney it 
ensures that there is a clear and 
safe passage for the safe exit of 
combustion products, which are 
caused by the burning process. 
This lessens the chances of the 
chimney catching fire." 

The Service has the following 


guidance for preventing chimney 
fires: 

• Keep chimneys and flues clean 
and well maintained - ensure your 
chimney is swept regularly; 

• Make sure embers are under 
control and put out properly when 
you go to bed; 

• Be careful when using open 
fires to keep warm. 

• Make sure you always use a fire¬ 
guard to protect against flying 
sparks from hot embers. 

• Fit a smoke alarm on every level 
of your home and test it weekly. 

• Contact Dorset Fire and Rescue 
Service for a free home fire safety 
check.

Salmon and trout are 
back in Bridport's rivers 


SALMON and sea trout 
are making a welcome 
return to Bridport’s rivers 
thanks to a special proj¬ 
ect that is helping migrat¬ 
ing fish reach their 
spawning grounds. 

In the past, the ‘King of 
Fish’ and its smaller 
cousin, the sea trout, 
were unable to travel 
very far up the River Brit 
and its tributaries be¬ 
cause of man-made ob¬ 
stacles such as sluice 
gates and weirs. 

Fish passes have al¬ 
ready been installed in 


the West Harbour sluice 
gates and at Jessopp’s 
Weir. 

Works are in progress 
for another two passes, 
also in the Bridport area, 
at Palmers Brewery and 
Gundry Weir. 

The improvements 
have been jointly funded 
by the Environment 
Agency and Westcountry 
Rivers Trust and deliv¬ 
ered in collaboration 
with the Frome, Piddle 
and West Dorset Fish¬ 
eries Association. 

When finished, the new 


fish passes will open up 
approximately 70 per 
cent (20 kilometres) of 
the river catchment to 
migratory fish enabling 
them to spawn in the 
upper stretches of the 
rivers Brit, Simiene, 
Asker and Mangerton. 

The installations are 
part of a package of im¬ 
provements proposed for 
the river catchment and 
are being carried out 
under the European 
Water Framework Direc¬ 
tive that places a legal re¬ 
sponsibility on the UK 


and other member states 
to restore rivers to ‘good 
ecological status’. 

This includes making it 
possible for salmon, sea 
trout and eels to migrate 
up and down our rivers. 

All four fish passes will 
be closely monitored to 
assess their effectiveness. 

Fish are already using 
the fish pass at Jessopp’s 
Weir where salmon, 
brown trout and sea trout 
have been seen ascending 
the pass. 

“The investment of ap¬ 
proximately £200,000 of 
Water Framework Direc¬ 
tive money will see 
salmon and sea trout re¬ 
turn to the River Brit and 
its tributaries in good 
numbers. 

“The success of this 
project is due to the ex¬ 
cellent partnership be¬ 
tween the Environment 
Agency and the fisheries 
organisations with a spe¬ 
cial interest in local rivers 
who have played a vital 
role in getting these four 
fish passes to the design 
and installation stage so 
quickly,” said Roger 
Genge for the Environ¬ 
ment Agency. 

The agency has also 
carried out a habitat sur¬ 
vey of the Upper Asker 
and Mangerton Brook to 
identify stretches of river 
where further improve¬ 
ments could be made to 
help migrating fish. 

There was no clear evi¬ 
dence of successful 
spawning, but several 
large sea trout were seen 
displaying spawning ac¬ 
tivity.

Abbotsbury welcomes summer's first cygnet 


THE arrival of the first cygnet at Ab¬ 
botsbury Swannery means we are 
heading for an early summer - if a 
600-year-old legend is to be be¬ 
lieved. 

The first cygnet hatched at 7:45am 
on Tuesday of last week, and was 
named 'Sunny' by Abbotsbury Swan¬ 
nery staff. 

The hatching was the second earli¬ 
est date ever recorded since the 
swannery began and legend has it 


that an early hatching signifies an 
early summer. 

The parents of 'Sunny' are Philip 
and Annabelle, who had been nest¬ 
ing together for five years. 

Sadly Philip died early last week 
and now mum has three cygnets to 
look after on her own with four eggs 
yet to hatch. The staff have put her 
and her young family in a separate 
enclosure to make sure she feels se¬ 
cure. 


"Annabelle is coping really well 
without her partner Phillip, because 
she's such an experienced mother 
and she looks very happy with her 
young," said Head Swanherd, Dave 
Wheeler. 

"The high temperatures in March 
encouraged the swans to nest very 
early. The Met Office said it was the 
driest March for a century and April 
6th had the highest temperature on 
record. 


The cygnets usually hatch in the 
second or third week in May. The 
Benedictine monks who began the 
swannery believed that the day the 
first cygnet hatched signalled the 
first day of summer. The legend 
could have science on its side as the 
Met Office predicts that mild 
weather will continue well into May. 

"This is a lovely time of year down 
at the swannery. It's wonderful being 
able to get so close to watch the 
eggs hatching and the parents rear¬ 
ing their young," added Dave 
Wheeler. 

"The swans usually mate for life and 
we know every couple at the swan¬ 
nery. It's great seeing the same pairs 
rearing their new cygnets. Now that 
one has hatched this usually sets the 
others off, so there will be loads of lit¬ 
tle ones soon. There are over 100 
nests and there are an average of six 
eggs in each nest so it's a busy time." 

More than 1,000 more cygnets will 
hatch over the next six weeks at the 
swannery, where there are approxi¬ 
mately 900 swans and 150 nests. 

Visitors can walk safely among the 
nests while hundreds of baby swans 
are hatching out on to the paths. 

The Swannery is open to the public 
and visitors can see the swans on 
their nests and take part in the twice- 
daily mass feedings. For information

Post election - let's stop council offices 


■ THIS issue affects everyone 
from Sherborne to Bridport, 
Beaminster and Lyme Regis in 
council taxes well pay. 

Opposition to the Charles 
Street offices was evidenced 
strongly in Dorchester by seven 
of the eight Lib Dem councillors 
winning with more votes than 
2007, also winning 18 of 20 
Town seats, and by the Inde¬ 
pendent 'Stop Council Offices 
Now' candidate extraordinarily 
topping the West Dorset District 
Council's Charminster/Cerne 
poll. 

Two new campaign issues 
emerged: 

At a public meeting with de¬ 
veloper Simons, June 2010, Si¬ 
mons' director Mark Newton 
said their'preference'was to pro¬ 
ceed with the offices included, 
but added that offices being 


left-out wouldn't necessarily 
preclude Simons from building 
the shops if there were enough 
lettings, and economic condi¬ 
tions allowed it. 

It's therefore entirely untrue 
that the Charles Street offices 
are a necessary pre-condition 
for shops development... a find¬ 
ing with major implications. 

Secondly, the planned offices 
are six-and-a-half times as long 
as they're wide! 

This massive amount of 
walling - experts say - is dis¬ 
tinctly energy inefficient - heat 
escapes out of the walls more 
easily and cold penetrates in 
more easily. 

If WDDC decides to build with 
this'thin'shape, it'll fail to max¬ 
imise savings for West Dorset 
residents over every year of the 
next 70 years. 


I've written to Mr Clarke and 
received a reply pointing to one 
of the industry's energy assess¬ 
ment systems, BREEAM. 

Most houses in Poundbury ac¬ 
tually have BREEAM Excellence 
status, and new offices will en¬ 
compass many improvements. 

But you can still get BREEAM 
excellence status with a rela¬ 
tively inefficient original shape. 

I've asked Mr Clarke what the 
on-cost over 70 years will be for 
selecting one, and kindly to 
reply on this specific shape 
issue, not on BREEAM generally. 

For WDDC to proceed rela¬ 
tively inefficiently would surely 
be to breach WDDC's duty to the 
community.

View from Westminster

RECESS IS NO HOLIDAY! 


= Y WORK in London involves walking 
once or twice a day between the Cabinet 
=, Office and Parliament. 

This trip normally consists of a very pleasant, al¬ 
beit busy, walk down Whitehall and into the Palace 
of Westminster, soaking up the buzz of what some 
call the Westminster bubble. 

However, when taking this trip in the week after 
Easter, I noticed something was different. Whilst the 
buildings remained the same, the atmosphere had 
changed. The buzz of the bubble had mellowed. Par¬ 
liament was in recess. 

With no bills in the House to debate, amend or pass 
and no committees on which to sit, Parliament takes 
an official break for several weeks, several times a 
year and Parliament has a very different feel. 

It struck me how strange recess must seem to 
somebody unfamiliar with the working of our Par¬ 
liament, and the duties of our MPs. 

Tour groups walking in and around the Palace of 
Westminster could be forgiven for thinking that our 
Parliament was in fact a museum, a governmental 
relic of time gone by. 

The very idea that the eerily quiet corridors and 
chambers through which they stroll are in fact at the 
heart of the world’s sixth largest economy must 
seem extremely bizarre. 

These individuals, as well as the wider public, can 
also be forgiven for asking the question - what do 


MPs actually do during recess? 

Connotations of the term ‘recess’ are things like 
time off, relaxing and, perhaps, holiday. 

Some commentators in the press would have you 
believe that these connotations are the reality. 

I, and many of my colleagues, would categorically 
disagree. 

Whilst I can’t speak for all MPs, I can confidently 
say that most, if not all, are working just as hard dur¬ 
ing recess as when the House is sitting. 

For backbenchers, instead of sitting on committees 
or speaking in the House, time is spent in the con¬ 
stituency office, dealing with constituency corre¬ 
spondence and developing their thoughts on the 
causes they stand for, perhaps strategies on how best 
to achieve their aims. 

For members of the Government, like myself, re¬ 
cess means, to a surprisingly large extent, life as nor¬ 
mal. 

My recess week day still consists of much of the 
same - early morning constituency correspondence, 
followed by a full day of min isterial duties, and a 
night cap of work on the papers in my ‘box’, whilst 
my weekends are spent in West Dorset doing more 
of the same, none of which (I must add) would I 
change. 

As I concluded my stroll to my parliamentary of¬ 
fice, my thoughts led me to beg a question - recess... 
what recess!

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Spate of crime at Bridport shop 


A BRIDPORT shop was the 
scene of a number of incidents 
over the bank holiday with two 
people now facing prosecution 
after being escorted from the 
premises by police. 

A 36-year-old Bridport 
woman was charged and bailed 
to Weymouth Magistrates court 
for being Drunk and Disor¬ 
derly in the East Street Spar 
shop during the evening of 
May 1st.

A YOUNG Bridport performer has 
set up a fundraising group to help 
her and others achieve their West 
End dreams. 

Jodie Glover, 18, has recently 
been awarded a place at the Italia 
Conti Theatre School in London, 
following in the footsteps of stars 
such as Bonnie Langford, Noel 
Coward and Pixie Lott. 

After joining thousands of other

HIS week’s chal¬ 
lenge was one any 
driver would 
dread. Worse than your 
car insurance renewal, 
worse even than the sharp 
intake of breath from a 
car mechanic before he 
gives you a quote - this 
week I was forced to re¬ 
take my driving test. 

For the first time I 
began to regret the “no 
challenge refused” ele¬ 
ment of this column. 

Taking me through this 
traumatic experience was 
driving instructor Tim 
Gudgion, of ‘Tim’s Driv¬ 
ing School’ based in 
Dorchester. 

Tim is a very friendly 
guy and most importantly 
a relaxed and patient in¬ 
structor, which I imagine 
comes from his 20 years 
of teaching young adults 
and his degree in psy¬ 
chology. 

The price of fuel and 
the ever-increasing com¬ 
petition makes it difficult 
for every instructor in 


Dorchester but Tim is 
clearly passionate about 
his job and about getting 
results. He prides himself 
on his 91 per cent first 
time pass rate for his stu¬ 
dents last year. 

Tim’s car, a three-year- 
old Renault Clio, is also a 
dream to drive. I’m sure 
his students hate saying 
goodbye to it as they 
transfer to their own old 
banger which can only 
drive in three gears, has 
the heater stuck on full 
and costs £2,000 to insure 
despite the fact it can’t go 
above 30mph except 
downhill. 

We have all been there 
and we all have tales of 
our own experiences, but 
it is surprising how the 
test has developed in just 
four short years. 

Students in Dorchester 
now have to master the 
bay park and complete an 
independent driving sec¬ 
tion on their test, not to 
mention tackling the

I can only imagine how 
much the test has changed 
in the 30 years since my 
parents took it, they were 
probably checking their 
blind spot for oncoming 
Penny Farthings! 

Now, as much as we all 
like to think we are great 
drivers, that doesn’t mean 
we are test ready drivers. 

A short recap lesson 
with Tim before my mock 
test was spent mainly 
being reminded to check 
my mirrors. I wasn’t 
stalling the car as much as 
I did four years ago but 
when asked to parallel 
park or reverse around a 
corner I was suddenly 
back in the mind set of 
my 17-year-old self, 


palms sweaty and hands 
shaking. 

With a recap complete 
we moved onto the test. It 
started badly and got pro¬ 
gressively worse. The two 
vehicle check questions 
were the first to catch me 
out before we’d even 
pulled off.

On a serious note, as an 
experienced driver it’s 
easy to get frustrated

History of the Oakroom 


The Monmouth Rebellion 

The Duke of Monmouth 
landed at Lyme Regis on the 
11th June 1685 to challenge 
King James' claim to the 
throne, following the death of 
Charles II. He assembled an 
army in excess of 3000 men 
and marched to Sedgemoor in 
Somerset. 

He was defeated by the 
King's army in less than a 
month. Around 1300 were 
taken prisoner. Five Judges 
came to Dorchester with the 
infamous Judge Jeffreys, 
whose reputation was that of 
the'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685, 312 
cases were heard in the Oak- 
room at the rear of the Ante¬ 
lope Hotel; of these 292 were 
sentenced to death. Only 74 
were executed, with 175 trans¬ 
ported, 9 were fined or 
whipped and 54 were dis¬ 
charged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his 
eye on promotion - was later 


made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and 
William of Orange landed in 
Torbay, Jeffreys was captures 
and imprisoned in the Tower 
of London. He died in 1689 
while awaiting trial, probably 
of natural causes. Rumours at 
the time said he has been poi¬ 
soned while in the Tower and 
that his body had been re¬ 
turned to Dorchester and 
walled up in the Courtroom - 
now the Oakroom. 

This 17th Century Oak pan¬ 
elled room has been carefully 
restored to maintain its char¬ 
acter and original features. 

Today it is called The Oak¬ 
room and is a delightful tea¬ 
room, with a peaceful, tranquil 
atmosphere, replicating the 
style and service of a Lyons 
Corner House. 

The Oakroom of today 
serves a variety of light 
meals throughout the day, 
lunches and of course, 
Dorset Clotted Cream Teas.

Spotlight on Eliza Earthy 


ELIZA Carthy is undoubtedly one of the most impressive and engaging 
performers of her generation. Twice nominated for the Mercury Prize and 
winner of innumerable other accolades over a 15 year career, Eliza has 
performed and recorded with a diverse array of artists including, Paul Weller, 
Rufus & Martha Wainwright, Nick Cave, Patrick Wolf and Bob Neuwirth. 

More than most, Eliza Carthy has revitalised folk music and captured the most 
hardened of dissenters with intelligent, charismatic and boundary-crossing per¬ 
formance. 

Eliza grew up immersed in the world of traditional music. She still divides her 
time between touring and recording with her legendary parents, Martin Carthy 
and Norma Waterson, as well as engaging in numerous pioneering solo and 
band projects, including work with Pere Ubu and Melanie Challenger, an artist 
in residence in Antarctica. 

Her new album Neptune was released on Monday. Recorded at Castle Studios, 
Edinburgh and co-produced by Dave Wah and Eliza Carthy, Neptune is the solo 
follow up to 2008's Dreams of Breathing Underwater and the first record to be 
released through her own label, HemHem Records. 

Last year's album Gift (a collaboration with her mother Norma Waterson), re¬ 
ceived widespread critical acclaim and picked up'Best Album'and'BestTradi¬ 
tional Track'accolades at the BBC Radio 2 Folk Awards. Having recently toured 
with folk collective The Imagined Village, Carthy embarks on shows with her 
own band this week - she plays Bridport Arts Centre on Friday. 

"This album is a step on from the'Ben-Hur-style, everything with extra horse, 
seven years to make approach'we had to the last one,"explains Eliza. 

"Me and my lovely, talented and stylish band in a room playing together, like 
the Romans did, in a couple of weeks. Ah, the good old days." 

"Neptune relates to an astrological reading I had done by a friend of the fam¬ 
ily," recalls Eliza. 

"The material on the album is ordered chronologically and is about the last 
ten years of my life. It's a story about ending relationships and beginning new 
ones with their own imperfections, and is about the thought that nothing is 
perfect, even when written in the stars. I'm still an old romantic though and par¬ 
tial to odd quotes from old television programmes." 

Displaying Carthy's trademark eclectic flair and lush vocals, Neptune is brim¬ 
ming with poignant observations on British life. 

"'Britain Is A Car Park' is a song that imagines a near and possible future where 
we from our tiny island have all moved to Spain, and left our cars behind to be 
looked after by people who can't afford to move to Spain... then we all enjoy 
the unique local food, with chips, naturally." 

So the new album's out this week. What can people expect from it? 

Me and my band being lovely. We hope. Poetry and humour out of dark 
times. 

How different is it working on a solo album than it is to 
collaborating with, say, your mum and dad? 

It's nice being able to make an album and go out looking like this. 

Did you ever feel any pressure to live up to your parents' reputation 
when you decided to make a career out of music? 

Absolutely. I try to be a bit nicer to myself these days though. You can only do 
your best. 

You're at the start of a new tour. What've you got planned for it? 

Any surprises? 

The new material is fun to play, so just that. We've been working on the 
strings, the fiddle, bass and cello. It's rather beautiful.

LYME Regis Sailing Club will host a sailing open day on 
Sunday, May 22nd, celebrating the 90th year of the club. 

Whether you have never sailed before or perhaps did so 
long ago, LRSC invite you to take this opportunity to sail 
with an experienced club sailor, visit the club and see the 
facilities on offer, meet club members, and enjoy lunch 
from the galley and a drink from the bar. 

The Club was formed in 1921 and in its long history it 
can boast a considerable reputation for hosting national 
sailing events, cruising sailors who have untaken lengthy 
voyages, and having many national champions amongst 
its membership. Despite this it retains a warm welcoming 
informal and friendly atmosphere towards all those who 
visit it. 

For much of its life it occupied premises above the 
aquarium on the Cobb, but in 2000 a lottery grant was ob¬ 
tained and a purpose built building above the slipway was 
constructed. The new premises offer first rate facilities, 
with male and female changing rooms, sun deck, club- 
room, bar and storage for its safety boats, whilst launching 
and recovery within the shelter of the Cobb Harbour is rel¬ 
atively easy. 

The Club has around four hundred members with racing 
taking place regularly on Sundays and Wednesday 
evenings in a mixed handicap fleet. Lasers, phantoms, 
scorpions, albacores and medinas are present in the largest 


numbers but many other classes are well represented. 

Formalised training is undertaken by Lyme Regis Sea 
School which is a Registered Training Establishment for 
the RYA, has a large fleet of dinghies and runs courses 
throughout the summer for both adults and children. 

On a Tuesday evening an active Youth Section takes 
place with children from the age of ten upwards taking 
part under the instruction of experienced sailors. They use 
the Sea School boats and as the students gain experience 
they progress to become instructors themselves and par¬ 
ticipate in the adult racing. The evening is always a lively 
affair and finishes with a supper. 

An excellent social program operates throughout the 
year with delicious meals served by our regular caterers 
whilst a well stocked bar is run by our regular barman 
Mike. 

Few things in life can afford more pleasure than to have 
had a great day sailing, then round it off back at the Club 
with a delicious meal and a drink whilst sitting above the 
harbour on the sun deck, among good company, as the sun 
goes down.

AFTER a disappointing season 
by Bob Buckler's standards, the 
new national hunt year has 
seen a huge improvement in 
fortune for the Henley yard.

Given a great ride by Nathan 
Sweeney, he tucked in behind 
the leaders before sweeping 
around the final bend to take 
command of the race, and pow¬ 
ered up the hill to finish six 
lengths clear of Overton Lad. 

"It was almost effortless and 
he jumped really well against a 
better class of runners," said 
Buckler who confirmed he may 
next go in a handicap chase on 
the same course on May 20th 
providing the handicapper is 
not too harsh on him following 
his win. 

Cullahill also had an easy vic¬ 
tory at Wincanton last Thursday 
in the three horse Holbrook 


House Restaurant & Spa Handi¬ 
cap Chase over the same dis¬ 
tance at Wincanton last 
Thursday despite ripping off a 
front shoe. 

This made the nine-year-old 
jump badly to the right particu¬ 
larly over a lot of the fences, 
particularly over the last three 
resulting in an unfortunate 
coming together with Cashel 
Blue with whom he was vying 
for the lead, who lost all his mo¬ 
mentum. 

Cullahill kept going however 
to win by 16 lengths and incur 
a 131b penalty from the handi¬ 
capper. 

"It was most unfortunate, but 


I think he had the better of the 
other horse by then and would 
have won regardless. 

Having ripped the shoe off, he 
would have been trying to pro¬ 
tect his foot as he landed and 
resulted in him jumping to the 
right." 

Incredibly Mister Matt also 
ripped off a front shoe in the 
Jared Young Memorial Handi¬ 
cap Chaseover 2Vi miles at 
Plumpton on Sunday which 
may have been the reason for a 
very poor show of jumping, and 
whilst he finished third 516 
lengths behind Colin Tizzard's 
Health Is Wealth, he would 
surely have been closer, if not 


won the race had he been 
sound. 

Buckler said: "He jumped ap¬ 
pallingly, and we don't know 
why. He came home with a cut 
on the heel of the front leg with 
the ripped shoe which indicates 
it was probably self-inflicted by 
his rear leg striking it. 

"He's a quite capable jumper, 
but the winner is an improving 
horse so whether he would 
have won the race is debatable, 
but he would have certainly 
been a lot closer." 

Most horses have now been 
turned out for the summer, but 
next week Buckler gives his 
thoughts on last season.
